Manila, April 3.—The American troops 
Boder General MacArthur, are still rest­ 
ing at MaloloB, where everything has 
beedi quiet.

the insurgent* and the troops forming 
the lines of General Lawton and Gen* 
era! Hall, extending from the water 
I works to Ladonia. 
But this shooting 
has been just active enough to make the 
lives of the soldiers a burden and to com 
pel the officers to sleep in trenches, 
clothed and in readiness to repel possi 
bl© attack, 
Most of the Americans are 
brooming convinced that the backbone 
of the insurgent opposition is broken. 
There ore numerous rumors pointing to 
an early collapse of the insurrection. 
Un® of these is that General Pio del 
Pilar, the best fighter among the Filipi­ 
no officers, will desert Aguinaldo and 
give his support to th© A m ericana 
The Spaniards, reasoning from their 
experience of the natives, refuse to be­ 
lieve that the rebellion is anyw here near 
put down. 
They declare that the Fil­ 
ipino* will not take their defeat at Mu- 
kdos, with the loss of the city and the 
removal of their so-called governm ent, 
seriously to boart. On the contrary, the 
Spaniards predict that the insurgents 
will hover near the American lines, 
bothering them as much as possible, and 
when attacked in force, dissolve, only 
to reapi>ear at other poi ut s. 
This sort of things, the Spaniards say, 
will be followed until the wet season 
compels the Americans to be housed in 
barracks, and then the Filipinos will re* 
tora and reoccupy such tow ns as the
